Following disposal of the agri- 
cultural appropriation measure the 
Democrats also decided today the 
Philippine, Porto Rican and ship- 
ping bills will be brought up for 
passage in the order named. 

This course was agreed upon de- 
spite the protests of Republicans 
that some preparedness or appropri- 
ation measures should receive im- 
mediate consideration. rules 
to provide for limited debate will 
accompany all of these three ad- 
ministration measures with the view 
of having them enacted into iaw be- 
fore the conventions if possible. On 
the Philippine measure, for instance, 
it now is planned to limit the gen- 
eral debate to five hours. 

Democrats were greatly disap- 
pointed late this afternoon when 
Speaker Clark sustained a point of 
order raised by Mr. Mann on a rule 
designed to send the army bill to 
conference without an intervening 
motion. Mr. Mann maintained that 
adoption of such a rule would deny 
the minority the right of a mofion 
to recommit, to which it long has 
been entitied. Immediately after 
the Speaker's ruling, Representative 
Garrett of Tennessee sought to have 
the rule that the committee will re- 
port tomorrow adopted by unani- 
mous consent, but again Mr. Mann 
objected, ending debate on the prop- 
osition for today. 

Earlier in the day Mr. Mann had 
prevented the bill from going to con- 
ference by objecting when unani- 
mous consent was asked by Chair- 
man Hay of the Military Commit- 
tee. A meeting of the Rules Com- 
mittee was called hastily and the 
rule, which was later rejected, re- 
ported.

The huts were composed in part 
of bricks, stood in three rows and 
contained many relics, Including 
English and Hessian coins, a set of 
dice fashioned from musket bullets, 
quartz arrowheads and broken 
China. Buttons and belt buckles 
of the Seventeenth Leicestershire 
Foot, Fourteenth Buckinghamshire, 
Coldstream Guards, Twenty-third 
Welsh Fusiliers, two Black Watch 
regiments and an Inniskilling regti- 
ment were found.

IN PITTSBURGH. 


Shooting Melee by Night. 


Thirteen Hundred Men of the 
Westinghouse Firm Quit. 


Siete Militia on Guard 


Munition Plant Reopens. 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
PITTSBURGH, April 24.—The 
first serious rioting of the strike of 
1300 employees of the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Com- 
pany in East Pittsburgh occurred 
tonight. Several shots were fired 
and an unidentified striker and a 
detective were injured. 
The trouble was the climax of a 
day of disorder during which deputy 
sheriffs and railroad detectives fre- 
quently used their clubs. Strikers} 
were returning to East Pittsburgh 
after breaking up a meeting of shell- 
makers in Umerding. an adjoin- 
ing borough, when the clash tonight 
occurred. When the marchers; 
reached the bridge at the Westing- 
house plant the strikers, it is 
claimed, charged past guards and to- 
ward the plant. Unable to check the 
rush, the guards grabbed riot guns, 
but this failed to 
strikers. 

In the fight that followed one of 
the guards discharged a revolver. A 
detective knocked an unidentified 
striker senseless and he was car- 
ried away by companions. 

As the strikers neared the plant 

turned a stream of hot wa- 
ter from a fire hose on them. 


tective, was struck by a rock and a 
deep gash was cut in his cheek. 

In Wilmerding late today strikers 
broke the doors and forcibly entered 
a building in which 1800 shell-mak- 
era were holding a meeting. The 
strikers appeared just as a resolu- 
tion was about to be adopted, it 
was said, providing for the men to 
return to work tomorrow. The strik- 
ers overpowered the leaders and 
threw them out of the building and 
then held a meeting of their own, 
presided over by J. H. Hall, whose 
discharge is said to have been aa 
indirect cause of the strike. 

The strikers then left the build- 
ing and formed in line, at the head 
of which was a fashionably-dressed 
young woman whose face was cov- 
ered by a paper mask. At a com- 
mand of “forward march” given by 
the young woman, they marched off 
towards East Pittsburgh. Strikers 
professed ignorance of the identity 
of their leader who suddenly disap- 
peared when the trouble in East 
Pittsburgh occurred.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—A 
draft of the naval appropriation 
bill, the second of the administra- 
tion’s great preparedness measures, 
Was reported by a subcommittee 
today to the House Naval Commit- 
tee, which next Thursday will begin 
consideration of the construction 
section. 

Present indications are that the 
proposed five-year bullding pro- 
gramme will be approved, but that 
the first year’s allowment of new 
ships will be increased from two 
dreadnaughts and two battle cruisers, 
as proposed by Secretary Daniels, 
to two dreadnaughts and four battle 
cruisers. 


The measure as submitted by the 
appropriations subcommittee car- 
ries a total of $217,652,174 for the 
coming year, on the basis of the 
Secretary's recommendation of four 
capital ships. This is an 
of $70,000,000 over last year’s fg 
ures. The subcomeittee did not 
attempt to pass upon the building 
programme, that task always being 
left to the full committee. If two 
more battle cruisers are added, it 
will increase the total appropriation 
about $20,000,000 as the first year’s 
provision for these ships. 

OFFICERS DISAGREE. 

The subcommittee presented a 
memorandum summarizing the rec- 
ommendations of various naval of- 
ficers who were examined on the 
question of the building programme. 
They are so much at variance that 
the committee would be virtually 
forced to accept the Secretary's 
plan had not many of the Repub- 
lican members some of the 
Democrats already announced their 
intention of supporting a compro- 
mise programme of six 
ships. 

The bill framed by the subcom- 
mittee grants virtually all of the 
recommendations made by Secretary 
Daniels. These include provisions 
for: 

An increase of 13,500 in enlisted 
personnel; $2,000,000 for aviation; 
the creation of a naval flying c ; 
authorization of an elaborate naval 
reserve corps system with an appro- 
priation of $150,000 to begin its or- 
ganization: $30,000 for summer 
camps of instruction similar to the 
army citizens’ training camp plan; 


to re-engine the dreadnaught North 
Dakota and other ships with defec- 
tive power plant; fixing the commis- 
sioned personnel of the line at 4 per 
cent. of the enlisted strength in 
both the navy and marine corps; to 
permit line officers on request to be 
detailed to specialize in 


college graduates to the engineering 
force during the next ten years; de- 
duction of pay of officers or men ab- 
sent from duty because of the use 
of liquor or other misconduct; fur- 
loughing enlisted men into the first 
line reserves; increasing the total 
appropriation for civilian instructors 
at the Annapolis Naval Academy to 
$150,000 to provide for civilian in- 
structors of high reputation as heads 
of the purely academic courses. 
The bill makes special provision 
for Rear-Admiral Badger, who has 
been retained on the general 
since his retirement, with a loss of 
$3528 annually in pay.

At the Mexican Embassy, 
however, it was said that while no 
word had come that Gen. Obregon 
was on his way to the border, there 
Was reason to believe he had al- 
ready left Mexico City. As the two 
officers hold equal military rank 
and as Gen. Obregon is a Cabinet 
officer in addition, it was assumed 
at the embassy he would suggest 
that Gen. Scott call on him in 
Juarez, in accordance with diplo- 
matic and military custom, although 
the succeeding meetings, it was said, 
probably would take place across 
the border in El Paso, because of 
the better accommodations there. 

The meeting was suggested firs’ 
after Gen. Scott had started to the 
border on his mission which re- 
sulted in the authorization for the 
re-disposition of the American 
troops in Mexico now being worked 
out by Gen. Funston. The plan 
was favored by both War and State 
Department officials and Special 
Agent Rogers asked to present it to 
Gen. Carranza. Because of the 
latter’s alleged jealousy of his War 
Minister, some officers doubted that 
the conference could be arranged. 

Pending the conference and any 
effect it may have on the situation, 
Gen. Funston will carry out his 
plans for readjusting his lines in 
Mexico so as to make the position 
of his troops secure for a stay of any 
length. Secretary Baker reiterated 
today that the authorization under 
which he acted gave Gen. Funston 
full discretion. 


LOCATION OF TROOPS. 


It was pointed out at the depart- 
ment that most of the American 
troops are now in the vicinity of 
Casas Grandes, 100 miles south of 
the border and 300 miles north of 
Gen. Pershing’s most advanced col- 
umn near Parral. It is reported that 
this camp is now located at Adell, 
a small village not far from Parral. 

Officers here would not be sur- 
prised if the redisposition saw all 
these outlying commands brought 
northward to the Casas Grandes 
region, where they could be fully 
supplied without danger of being 
cut off, no matter what transpired, 
and also where they could establish 
an effective guard against further 
bandit attacks on the border.

QUITS DEMOCRATIC OHAIRMAN- 


SHIP TO PRACTICE LAW.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—wWil- 
liam F. McCombs, chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, to- 
day notified President Wilson that 
he will be unable to continue in his 
present position after the Demo- 
cratic national conveition in Bt. 
Louls’ and will be unable to direct 
Mr. Wilson's campaign for re-elec- 
tion. 

Replying to Mr. McCombs’ letter, 
the President expressed regret. Fred 
B. Lynch, national committeeman 
from Minnesota, is expected to suc- 
ceed Mr. McCombs and conduct the 
campaign. 

M'COMBS’ LETTER. 

Mr. McCombs wrote this letter to 
the President: 

“T have just formed a new partner- 
ship for the practice of law which 
—— become effective on the first of 

ay. 
my devoting substantially all my 
time to my profession. My political 
activities must be largely curtailed. 
My arrangement, however, will 
justify my proceeding through to 
the end of the convention at St. 
Louis. 

“In view of the party precedent 
that the nominee for President is 
requested to indicate his preference 
for the chairmanship of the national 
committee, and in view of the unity 


of sentiment for your renomination. | 


I am writing you at the earliest 
moment to let you know that I could 
not under any circumstances as- 
sume the leadership of the coming 
Democratic campaign. I am happy 
in the thought, however, that there 
are hosts of able and true men who 
can very readily take my place. 

“The Democratic organization is 
loyal to your policies and purposes. 
We all feel assured of a triumphant 
result for , you and for the rty 
nominees throughout the coun in 
November. 

“For five years now I have been 
in the active service of the party, and 
it is with a keen feeling of regret 
that I am forced to conclude that 
my activities are of necessity to be 
more limited. If within the limit 
of my time I can be of assistance, 
be assured that I am always avail- 
able.” 
WILSON’S REPLY. 


The President replied as follows:

Other dispatches from Mr. Gerard 
were said to contain strong intima- 
tions that the Berlin government 
would make some concessions to the 
United States in reply to the note 
demanding the immediate abandon- 
ment of present methods of subma- 
rine warfare. It still is uncertain, 
however, whether the concessions 
will be sufficiently broad in their 
scope to meet the American de- 
mands, 

Officials allowed it to become 
known that Mr. Gerard’s dispatches 
indicated that Germany would go to 
great lengths to preserve friendly 
relations with the United States. Mr. 
Gerard is understood to have gained 
his views during conversations with 
Berlin officials, including Foreign 
Minister von Jagow. 

His dispatches are said to empha- 
size the difficulties by which the 
German government is confronted 
in endeavoring to find a way to 
meet the demands of the United 
States without arousing the element 
which insists upon a relentless sub- 
marine warfare against the shipping 
of the Entente allles. 

The State Department tonight was 
awaiting a dispatch from Mr. Gerard 
reporting the result of a lengthy 
conference today with Dr. Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, Imperial Chan- 
cellor. Press dispatches announcing 
that the conference had taken place 
were closely read. Officials expressed 
a particular interest in that part of 
the press reports which indicated 
that the reply to the American note 
would not be made until after the 
Chancellor has another opportunity 
to confer with the Emperor, who is 
at the front. 

The fact that the ‘conference 
lasted more than an hour was re- 
garded as being a hopeful sign, it 
being pointed out that if the Ger- 
man government was disposed not 
to meet the American demands, it 
was improbable there would have 
been a discussion of such length. A 
report from Mr. Gerard is expected 
tomorrow. 

All of Mr. Gerard’s dispatches re- 
ceived since the present situation 
arose are held by administration of- 
ficials to be of a highly cenfidential 
nature. Consequently only a general 
knowledge of their contents is ob- 
tainable. 


PARISIANA SUNK

Stewart Resumes Stand in 
Injunction Suit. 
Denies United Petroleum was 
a Family Affair. 
Object was to Insure Stable 
Company Management. 


Under cross-examination by his 
own attorneys yesterday, Lyman 
Stewart, who resumed the stand 
after a week's hiatus, caused by the 
ilipess of Judge Myers, in the suit to 
enjoin voting of Union O11 Company 
stock to effect the subsidiary com- 
panies, went into intimate details 
concerning his management of the 
Union Oll Company and the plans he 
had for its great building up. Al- 
though former Senator Thomas R. 
Bard had been opposed to Mr. Stew- 
art in the policies of the company, 


‘the latter stated yesterday he was 


grieved when Senator Bard, anxious 
to ‘dispose of his interest in Union 
Ol, was considering an offer of $30 
a share for his stock. 

The market price was $40, and ‘Mr. 
Stewart did not like to see Senator 
Bard make the sacrifice. In his 
mind the best interests of the com- 


Ventura county. He thought this 
new company might be able to take 
over Mr. Bard's interest at a figure 
nearer its true value. 

UNABLE TO SEE BARD. 

“T even drew up articles of in- 
corporation and showed them to 
Senator Bard at the train when he 
was leaving for Washington after 
his election to Congress,” said Mr. 
Stewart. “But I was unable to con- 
fer with hi as he was busy with 
‘friends biddi him farewell. Even- 
tually he sold his interest to Mr. 
orrance, Mr. Staats and their asso- 
clates.” 

Mr. Stewart denied he was ge- 
tuated by any purpose to increase 
the holdings of his relatives and 
friends over those of other_stock- 
holders in the formation df the 
United Petroleum Company. He 
denied that the directors chosen 
were “dummies.” He declared that 
they exercised their independent 
judgment and were never dominated 
by him. 


_ The directors of the corporation, 
since the first holding company, he 
said, were selected because of their 
ability and not for the purpose of 
voting in accordance with his 
wishes. Frequently, he said, they 
opposed him and his policies, voting 
down his recommendations. ; 

The primary object in organizing 
the United Petroleum Company, Mr. 
Stewart stated, was for protection by 
insuring stability of management. 
A secondary object was to create a 
receptable for desirable oil terri- 
tory which the Union Ol Company 
might turn down. 

BUYING OIL LANDS. 

“It was our understanding of the 
State mining laws that for a com- 
pany to acquire or to sell mining 
land, it was necessary to have the 
consent of two-thirds of the stock. 
Senator Bard and the people we 
counted with him in this regard, had 
more than two-thirds of the Union Oil 
stock. We were afraid that with this 
opposition we might lese some val- 
vable oll property, and we took steps 
to guard against it in the organiza- 
tion of the United Petroleum Com- 

ny.“ 

Mr. Stewart gave a vivid picture 
of the early troubles of the Union 
On Company, and described the 
characteristics the men who 
formed the boards of directors. He 
will resume his testimony this morn- 
ing.

“The novel, except in rare single 
instances, is born and dies in a sea- 
son. A publisher of novels only is 
compelled to renew his business al-

Such 
a publisher, as I have already sug- 
gested, is a speculator and not a 
business man. The publisher’s prin- 
ciple in his business is the principle

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Council to Consider Offer of 
Power Companies. 


Insures a Revenue and City’s 
3 Rights Saved. 


Advocates of Paralleling to 
Meet Tonight. 


The offer of the Pacific Light and 
Power Company and the Southern 
California Edison Company to sell 
their distributing lines to the city at 
the end of five years, will be consid- 
ered by the Council as a committee 
of the whole tomorrow morning, im- 


mediately after adjournment of the 
regular meeting. 

This offer, which was made to the 
city last week through the Chamber 
of Commerce, was presented to the 
City Council with a view to bringing 
about a change in the plans of the 
Public Service Commission, which 
now proposes to parallel the exist- 
ing power lines within the city at a 
cost of several million dollars. The 
substitute offered by the Chamber of 
Commerce will be considered by the 
Council, with a view to reaching an 
agreement that will protect the in- 
terests of the city on every point and 
do away with any necessity for the 
costly anu. extravagant duplication 
programme, 

CITY MAY PURCHASE. 

The power companies’ offer pro- 
vides that their distributing systems 
are to be sold to the city at the end 
of five or ten years, at a valuation 
to be fixed by the State Railroad 
Commission. During this period, the 
companies propose to buy all of the 
capacity output of the city’s generat- 
ing plants at a rate fixed by the 
Rallroad Commission, or at $20 a 
peak horsepower a year. A rate of 
5 cents a kilowatt hour to consumers 
is offered by the power companies. 

On the basis proposed, the city’s 
annual earnings from Plant Ne. 1 
will be $750,000 a year, and when 
Plant No. 2 is completed, the city 
will receive $1.200,000 a year, while 
complete develcpment of the plants 
will bring the city $2,100,000 a year 
revenue. 

OPPOSITION TO MEET. 

Opponents of the plan to purchase 
the distributing lines and those who 
favor the city’s intention to parallel 
the existing distributing lines will 
hold a meeting in the Council! 
Chamber tonight and endeavor to 
frame arguments against the ac 
ceptance of the offer made through 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

In the meantime, Electrical Engi- 
Neer Scattergood of the Power Bu- 
reau is preparing an analysis of the 
Offer of the power companies and 
gathering data to support the paral- 
leling plans of the Public Service 
Commission.

HIS ART VIVIFIES. 


FANNING SHOWS HIS WAXING 
| INTERPRETING POWER. - 


By Edwin Schallert. 

Minus not one whit of his joyous 
enthusiasm and giving as generously 
of his talents as a year ago, despite 
the many laurels that have crowned 
his efforts during intervening 
months, Cecil Fanning captured the 
fancy of the audience that greeted 
his reappearance here last night at 
Trinity Auditorium, This audience 
was not as large as was merited by 
the singer’s attainments and the suc- 
cess that has been his elsewhere, but 


—0— 


sympathy with his work, and gave 
ample evidence thereof. 

Fanning is ever and always the in- 
teresting singer. Besides that qual- 
ity of innate charm that belongs to 
his art, theresis something quite fas- 
cinating in following his develop- 
ment and there will be to an even 
greater degree in the future. There 
is no doubt that he has one of the 
most, if not the most, brilliant ca- 
reers before him of any artist of this 
country, and his triumphs have al- 
ready been many. 

Even in his faults and perhaps 


partly because of them, Fanning is 
interesting. There is a certain youth- 
ful quality about his work which 
makes a little uncertain at times the 
perfect balance in his art creations. 
True creations they are for his songs 
have in them that breath of living 
things which can only come from the 
working of a truly perceptive in- 
telligence and enthusiasm. 

That perfect balance, which is now 
at times lacking, will come with full- 
fledged power, and the maturer vi- 
sion—less of a tendency at times to 
be merely pleasing and delightful, 
and the will to assail the rugged and 
less attractive pathways that lead to 
the greater things in art. 

The programme presented by Mr. 
Fanning, and in which he was 80 
ably and sympathetically assisted by 
that redoubtable teacher and accom- 
panist of his, H. B. Turpin, was one 
that brought something for every 
taste. There were opera arias, not 
familiar ones to be sure, for that in 
general is not Fanning'’s style—if 
one excerpt the beautifully sung, 
“Vision Fugitive” from Herodi- 
ade; there were German songs in- 
cluding the Loewe “Erikoenig,” 
which somehow I cannot forbear as- 
sociating with Schubert's; there 
were folk songs and English and 
American ballads, and beside the 
war songs of Gertrude Ross, local 
composer, with words by Mrs. Co- 
rinne D. Dodge. 

Mr. Fanning showed even greater 


versatility in his methods and style 


of interpretation than on his last 
visit here. He caught with fine in- 
sight the mood of every number, 
with a sense that lacks only in the 
respect previously referred to, of 
ng a crystalline perfection. 
Sometimes this mood was pensive as 
in Greig’s “Springtide,” beautifully 
done: it bubbled with the freedom 
of nature in “Auftraege” and“ 
Baechiein,” it was lyrically or clas- 
sically dramatic ac in the opera se- 
lections, or it Was gaily humorous 
and full of fantasy as in the French 
folk songs, done with gesture and 
action. These picture-perfect 
little bits, even though the old 
French of the text sometimes re- 
minds one a trifle of a convocation 
of mandarins. 

Fanning’s old-fashioned English 
and Irish songs, too, are as sweetly 
impeliing as anything he gives, and

SKINNER BRINGS MESSAGE OF 
STAGE’S REGENERATION.

The stage is coming back—coming 
back so fast it is nearly breaking 
its neck in getting here, and still 
it cannot return as fast as the 
Audience. Otis Skinner brought a 
large part of footlight reality with 
him to the Mason last night and he 


himself was willing to confess the 
audience to be a good halt of the 
Lerformance, Los Angeles has done 
nothing more handsome in the way 
of an cudience in many a day. We 
have perhaps had a few houses as 
large as this one in the last year, 
bu: none of the same temper and 
enthusiasm. The people last night 
were caught up in the spirit and 
the ardor of the old days when the 
play really was the thing and when 
vibrance of voice, warmth of person- 
ality and the magnetic shock of the 
living presence made the wine and 
wonder of a performance of excel- 
lence.

A 
man has been engaged at 5 cents 
per head to kill off the sparrows. 
Sparrows carry the germ of the 
disease that has been so fatal 
to quail in the East, and may be- 
come a danger to the local s 
if the sparrows spread to the coun- 
try generally. The sparrow itseif, 
according to Secretary Schaeffle of 
the Fish and Game Commission, 
seems immune from this coccidiosis.

SANTA ANA, April 24.—What ap- 
pears to be the most inexplainable 
case of sudden disappearance that 
has occurred in this county in 
months has officers of this county 
discover the 
whereabouts of E. M. Huffman, dead 
or alive. 

Today his wife appealed to the 
officers to start a State-wide search. 
She is in consternation. She has 
been unable to think of a single 
thing in their domestic life or his 
financial situation that would cause 
him to wilfully leave her. 

Huffman is a capable fruit 
grower, and for several years he has 
been foreman of the big orange 
grove at Villa Park, owned by the 
University of Redlands. Recently 
he bought a seven-acre Valencia 
grove on Santa Clara avenue, Santa 
Ana, from 8. C. Xherry. He paid 
about half cash on a price of $19,- 
000. He and his wife seemed to 
be extremely happy in their pur- 
chase, and were moving to the new 
home with a good deal of joy in ‘the 
prospect of having a grove of their 
vwn. Their household goods were 
moved to the new ranch last week, 
and today their plano was to «o. 

Saturday morning Huffman drove 
in his buggy to Orange. He went 
into the National Bank of Oranke 
and drew out all of the money he 
had there, abow $160. The teller, 
J. R. Fietcher, knowing that Huff- 
man was moving to Santa Ana, 
thought that he was taking his 
money out to start an account In a 
Santa Ana bank. 

So far as the officers can learn, 
no one Gay seen Huffman si since he 
stepped out of the bank at Orange 
Saturday morning. When search 
was started by Mrs. Huffman, the 
horse and buggy were found on the 
street. 


“I feel certain that someone who 
learned he had 
responsible for his disappearance,” 
said Mrs. Huffman. “He has never 
been subject to any mental trouble. 
He is 45 years old.“

barley yield in the valley about 
here are diminishing with each rain- 
less day. With only a very light pre- 
cipitation in March, and none, ex- 
rcepting here and there a little show- 
er, this month, more moisture * is 
urgently needed in order to assure a 
considerable yield of grain. 

Summer - fallowed grain — on 
ground plowed a year ago and seed- 
ed last winter—generally shows fair‘ 
promise, and in some fields is head- 
ing out thickly, but “repetition” 
grain-—-on land where a crop was 
grown last year—is showing poorly. 

Uniess there should be a consider- 
able rain soon much of the “repeti- 
tion” crop will be cut for hay. Be- 
cause of the heavy and long-con- 
tinued rain in midwinter there was 
an abnormally long period when 
plowing was suspended, with the re- 
sult that the acreage seeded was 
than usual. 

There was an active cam in 
March at plowing for summer-fal- 
low on land not seeded, but a few 
days of warm north winds just at 
the critical time dried the ground 
so rapidly that in the heavier soils 
plowing had to stop. There is, how- 
ever, an extraordinary volume of 
underground moisture. Small areas 
of lowlands in many places are still 
too boggy for cultivation and many 
ditches which are generally dry & 
this time of year have moderate 
quantities of surface water. 

. CORONA FRUIT. 
Al. CORRESPONDENCE. } 

CORONA, April 24.—The fruit 
conditions in this lecality are very 
bright and the growers of citrus fruit 
are quite satisfied with the prices ob- 
tained for it. With the exception of 
a slight slump which was expe- 
rienced during the latter part of cot 
January and the first part of Feb- 
ruary exceptionally good prices have 
been secured for the fruit. The 
crop is not as large as normal but 
the fruit is larger than has been seen 
for more than ten years, and this 
same condition. exists throughout the 
citrus growing districts. 

From Corona there will be prac- 
tically 1325 cars of oranges shipped 
and of this amount 1000 cars will be 
shipped through the Queen Colony 
Fruit Exchange. Up to the present 
time the exchange has shipped 278 
cars of lemons, 310 cars of oranges 
and three cars of grapefruit. They 
estimate, according to Frank Har- 
low, Jr., manager of the local ex- 
change, that there is yet to go for- 
‘ward forty-five cars of sweets, 
cars of Valencias, 300 cars of 
ons and ten cars of grapefruit. 

Individual packing companies 
have shipped a total of sixty-eight 
cars of fruit as follows: Nineteen 
cara of lemons and forty-nine cars of 
oran They will ship 105 cars of 
lemons, 132 cars of oranges 
about three cars of grapefruit.

TALK AND YOU 
COURT STRIFE. 


Household Axiom Good for 
Nation, Says Dr. Hadley. 


Selfishness Great Obstacle in 
Way of Our Progress. 


Bluntly Tells Us not to Try to 
Run Whole Universe. 


Axioms of the household were ap- 
plied to national affairs and a coun- 
try’s bumptiousness was flayed by 
President Arthur Twining Hadley of 
Yale yesterday, in talks at the Uni- 
versity Club and to students of Oc- 
cidental College and Throop ke 
of Technology. 

“In my opinion,” he said * the 
University Club, “the thing that 
makes us likely to fight is our 
propensity to talk, particularly if we 
try to tell other nations about their 
rights and duties. If we attempt to 
do that we shall get into a fight 
whether we have a large army or 
u small army, and if we keep quiet, 
We are not likely to get into a fight. 
No one wants to fight us unless we 
say 80 that is offensive to 
them. 

“What is really important, to my 

mind, in connection with this move- 
ment toward preparedness, is not 
that it increases or diminishes the 
probability of war; it is not because 
it makes us more efficient in case 
of war: it is because we have in 
our bands the means of making th. 
United States government more safe. 
and we have armed ourselves 
against dangers at home. If, in — 
suming this burden of p 
we shall arouse pone — to the 
necessity that the intelligent man 
and the educated man and the men 
of all walks of life shall bear arms 
and submit to military 
we shall furnish a safeguard f or th 
future. 

ARE SELFISH. 

“Now you will ask me to explain 
what I mean. great that 
the United States has to face today 
is the selfishness of its citizens. We 
are in the midst of a people 5 — 
are, on the whole, light-heared d 
kind and good to their families, but 
in all their relations to government 
are supremely selfish. They do not 


government; it is a question of how 
much they can get out of the cov- 
ernment; it is the interest of the in- 
dividual as against the interest of 
the nation. When we have been 
able to forget our personal interests, 
we will be able to support the work 
of getting the government well or- 
zed 


“As it is now, each gection is 
more concerned for the affairs of 
that section than it is for the affairs 
ef the whole. You can see this is- 
lustrated any time. If you have a 
river and harbor bill in Congress, 
you incur the opposition of sectional 
interests. The great majority are 


more concerned about their own 
local development than anything 
and this tendency has per- 


else, 

sisted in so many different depart- 

ments that good government has 

been made almost impossible. 
THE SOLUTION. 


“In the old days we had this same 
difficulty. Now, how can we meet 
it? By recognizing our obligations 
to the government, and training our- 
selves to discharge those obligations. 
Training ourselves to think of the 
government as something other than 
a machine to do what we want at 
the expense of other people, or a 
source of revenue to come into our 
own pockets without asking too 
closely at whose expense. 

“We are one of the great nations 
of the world, and we need efficiency, 
and in so maintaining ourselves we 
need to provide against the internal 
dangers of disintegration, class 
rivairy and selfishness. That is the 
lesson that we need to learn. That 
is the important side of the pre- 
paredness movement now under 
way. That is what makes of the 
greatest value the news that many 
thousands of men in all parts of the 
country are going to give up their 
vacations to a military training. 
They will undoubtedly learn a great 
deal, and their presence in those 
camps will make the country 
stronger than it is * The true 
value is that this is an object les- 
son that the citizens who go to 
these camps are willi to devote 
a part of their time to govern- 
ment, and are willing to voluntarily 
assume the severest burden for the 


personal risk and face personal dan- 

ger in case that risk be necessary 

to the maintenance of American 
ey.”

“But when we bring up the sub- 
ject of national preparedness,” said 
Mrs. Lobinger. ‘we strike the snag 
of politics. Now as never before we 
should closely consider-the kind of 
a government we have, where its 
weaknesses are and where we best 
can sustain it with our senti~e”’ 
seems strange to me that Congress 
as a civil body should have control 
of soldiers and the war. However, 
as a rule, the government is much 
more slow to go into war than the 
people are to demand it. And it 
seems st e to me that the Presi- 
dent of the United States should be 
required to be commander-in-chief 
ofthe army. We had one man who 


could be President and a great com- 


mander-in-chief— Washington—and 
we've been expecting such a com- 
bination of excellence ever since. 


“GUM AND SODA WATER.” 
“It is not as easy for a democracy 
to defend itself as a more autocratic 


form of government, and we must 
do all within our power to prepare 
to maintan peace. We spend 3250. 
600,000 a year for the army and 
navy. If it is spent right nobody 
would begrudge it. The women of 
America spend $25,000,000 a year 
for cheming gum and soda water. 
We women could finance a war just 
by leaving off these things. e 
money for defense more neces- 
#ary than anything else. We're get- 
ting to think that the army and 
navy are only for ornament, but it 
is time for a serious awakening. 

“I think we're deceived by that 
much-used word, the ‘minute man.’ 
A minute man of old was a trained 
expert by his mode of life. We 
don't have them now. Our men are 
less ready to take up war's duties 
than ever before and war is far 
more exacting than it used to be.“ 

Speaking of the “peace at 

price“ people, Mrs. Loginber said: 
“If one-third of the people of this 
country get into a state of mind 
where they won't fight, the other 
two-thirds will, and they'll have to 
take care of them. United for de- 
fense was the idea that made 
America, and it is imperative that 
we stil) stand by this idea.” 

Mrs. Seward A. Simons presented 
the first opposition arguments, She 
outlined the general plan for pre- 
paredness—increasing the army to 
250,000 soldiers; providing for mili- 
tary instruction in schools; appro- 
priating $500,000,000 for the navy, 
spread over a period of five years 
and then had a good time wiping 
out of sight——just like that—all pos- 
sibility of America having a war 
with Germany, Japan or Mexico. 
“America never had a foreign war 
except by its own making.“ she de- 
clared. “Take out the private prof- 
its from munitions of war and you'll 
stop the carrying out of this pro- 
gramme of unprecedented prepared- 
ness.” 

_Brig.-Gen. Charles A. Woodruff 


gave a masterly address on the need 


of preparedness, mental, 
material. 

“J should be glad indeed if I 
could enter upon a discussion of ma- 
terial preparedness,” but I am not 
permitted to do this,” said this 
speaker. 

FOR PATRIOTISM. 


He declared that America must 
maintain peace based upon patriot- 
ism; that the psychic and most im- 
portant element in defense lies with 
our mother and our schools, in in- 
stilling true patriotism in the chil- 
dren, and that the peace at anv price 
propaganda is to be regretted from 
all ints of view. International 
warfare is unavoidable at times if 
honor is to be maintained, said the 
speaker, and the government must 
be in a position to do its full duty. 
He strongly advocated military 
training in the schools, and urged 
that this would be the safeguard of 
the nation — that it would put 
America in a position to call into 
ection 6,500,000 trained soldiers, 
end no nation, in the face of this sit- 
uation. would dare attack us. 

Dr. J. H. McBride of Pasadena 
gave a spirited talk in which he 
also urged military training in the 
schools and declared that prepared- 
ness is a moral issue; that it means 
the saving of democracy the world 
over; and that it is a matter not to 
be haggled over in dollars and cents. 

Following these addresses there 
came a general discussion that con- 
tinued for about an hour and was 
closed even when many were still 
clamoring to be heard.

TO GET WARM. 


That's Penalty for Fire in 
Woods Without Permit. 


Drastic Rules for Campers in 
the National Forest. 


Only Reserve in ‘America to 
Have Such Protection. 


For the first time in the history 
of the Angeles National Forest the 
Secretary of Agriculture has taken 
official action to regulate campers 
in the big woods. He yesterday 
notified Supervisor Chariton that it 
will be treated as a misdemeanor to 
start a fire without a permit, This 
will be punishable by a fine of not 
more than $500, or imprisonment 
for not more than twelve months, or 
both, on conviction. 

Camp-fire permits were issued for 
the first time last year in the in- 
terest of the conservation of the 
forests and at the request of various 
boards of trade and chambers of 
commerce interested in the preserva- 
tion of the watershed. The enforce- 
ment of the rule brought about a 
decrease in the number of forest 
fires, but the rule was never of- 
ficially backed up the department 
at Washington until now. 

Under the rule, parties going into 
the woods must secure these per- 
mits, either at the office of the Su- 
rvisor in the Federal Building or 
of the forest rangers, who can 
found at any time within their ter-

tached to securing the permits, but | 
their use enables the officers to 
place the responsibility for fires 
when they know where the blaze 
starts and who had a permit to 
start a fire in that place or its im- 
mediate vicinity. The Southern Cali- 
fornia troust season begings May 1. 
and all fishermen should provide 
themselves with permits. 

In order to secure a permit, the 
applicant must comply with the fol- 
lowing requirements: To build smal] 
fires only; to buld fires in the open 
and not against a tree or log, nor 
within twenty feet of standing 
to scrape away all leaves 
and brush from around the fire; to 
never leave a fire unattended even 
for a short time without extinguish- 
ing it; to extinguish fire first with 
water, then to cover with dirt. Bon- 
fires are not allowed in the 9 
forest.

noticeable fact that * 
Angeles National Forest is the only 
national forest of the 163 in the 
country where fire permits are re- 
quired and that 75 per cent. of the 
fires in the woods are caused by 
careless campers. Figures in pos- 
session of Supervisor Chariton show 
that during a twelve month more 
than 300,000 people from Los An- 
geles and vicinity -make journeys 
into the woods. Hundreds have 
summer homes there, many hunt? 
and fish, while a still greater num 
bers are hikers who go into the 
mountains every day for exereise 
and pleasure, On this account it 
has been found n to ve 
stringent rules for the protection of 
the woods and the watersheds.
